The REPORT of the Commissioners of Education in Ireland , for the 
Year 1837-8. 

Pursuant to Act of Parliament 53 Geo. 3, c. 107. 



TO HIS EXCELLENCY CONSTANTINE HENRY, EARL OF MULGRAVE, 
Lord Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland, &c. &c. &c. 

W E, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, constituted and appointed 
by an Act of Parliament made in the 53d year of the reign of his late 
Majesty King George the Third, do, in obedience thereunto, respectfully submit 
to your Excellency a General Report of the proceedings of the Board since their 
last Report. 

With respect to the Royal Schools, vve have to report to your Excellency that 
the Foundation in the University of the Queen Scholarships, as a prize to such 
students as shall have, at an examination held by Fellows of the University, 
evinced superior classical acquirements, appears already to have been productive 
of a considerable improvement in that branch of education j and the Court of 
Examiners having reported to us in terms expressive of high approbation upon the 
answering of the candidates for the Queen’s Scholarships, we, acting upon the 
recommendation of the Examiners, have appointed as Queen’s Scholars in the 
University the following young men : viz. — Edward Hamilton, to an exhibition of 
50 Z. per annum ; B. H. Blacker, to an exhibition of 50 l. per annum 5 Charles 
D. Bell, to an exhibition of 50 l. per annum ; Henry Darcy, to an exhibition of 
30 1 . per annum ; Gorges Irvine, to an exhibition of 30 1 . per annum; William 
M‘Leavy, to an exhibition of 30 1 . per annum ; John Stone, to an exhibition of 
30 1 . per annum. 

With respect to the Royal School of Armagh, we have to. report to your 
Excellency, that it having been stated to us that dry rot had commenced in the 
flooring of the school-room, we appointed an architect to examine and report there- 
upon, and, acting upon his recommendation, we have made such grants as 
appeared necessary to remedy the evil; and we have, since our last Report, made an 
additional grant for the purpose of extending the library attached to this school. 
We have also expended such sums as were required to keep the building in a 
proper state of repair. 

With regard to the Royal School of Enniskillen, we have the satisfaction to 
state to your Excellency that this school, under the superintendence of its present 
distinguished master, still continues to rise in public estimation, so much so that 
we have found it necessary to make very extensive additions to the house ; and, 
having submitted the execution of the necessary alterations and additions to public 
competition, w r e have undertaken, at an expense of about 4,000 Z., the erection 
of buildings which will give considerably increased accommodation to the pupils 
attending this flourishing establishment, and, great progress having been already 
made in the works, we anticipate their speedy completion. 

With regard to Cavan Royal School, we have to report to your Excellency that 
this school-house, which had originally been built and finished in a very un- 
satisfactory manner, has now, at an expense of about 800 Z., been put into a state 
of permanent and substantial repair. 

With regard to the Royal School of Dungannon, we have to report to your 
Excellency that this school continues in a very thriving condition, and that the 
master conducts himself in a manner calculated to further the best interests of the 
establishment. We have also to report to your Excellency, that a sum of 300 Z. 
has been expended in putting the buildings attached to this school into a state of 
complete repair.

school was established, continues to attend this school, and receive instruction 
suitable to then-situation in life; and we have to report to your Excellency that 
vie have made the usual grant for school requisites, and we have also granted a 
small sum of money for the purpose of establishing a lending library. b a 

With respect to the Royal School of Raphoe, we hive to state to vein-

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With respect to the endowed school of Carnckmacross, we have to report to 
your Excellency, that although a very short period has elapsed since the appoint- 
ment of the master by the Marquis of Bath, and the restoration of the buildings to 
their original use, a good and efficient classical school is now in existence in the 
populous town of Carrickmacross. 

With regard to Diocesan Schools, we have to report to your Excellency, that 
the mastership of the district diocesan school of Cork, Cloyne, and Ross having 
become vacant by the death of the last master, and a highly respectable and nume- 
rously signed memorial of gentry resident in the county of Cork, recommending a 
dissolution of the district school into its original three constituent parts, hav?ng 
been presented to us ; we, pursuant to powers vested in us by 1 Will. 4, c. 56, 
recommended it to your Excellency, that three Diocesan Schools should be esta- 
blished ; viz. at Cork for Cork, at Mallow for Cloyne, and at Ross for Ross, which 
recommendation your Excellency was pleased to approve of, and to appoint a head 
master to each school. 

With regard to the Diocesan School of Limerick, we have the satisfaction of 
being enabled to report to your Excellency, that there is every probability that the 
difficulties which retarded the erection of a school-house will be now speedily 
removed, and the money which has lain so long in the hands of the county trea- 
surer without his paying any interest for the same, be made available for the pur- 
poses for which it was levied off the county ; and we have a confident hope that 
under the direction of the eminent classical scholar, appointed by your Excellency 
to the mastership, the school of Limerick will be eminently useful and efficient. 

All which we respectfully submit to your Excellency as our Report.
